1. EMBASSY HAS ISSUED DIPLOMATIC B-2 VISAS TO PRINCE KNUD 
AND HIS WIFE, PRINCESS CAROLINE-MATHILDE. THEY PLAN TO 
LEAVE DENMARK FEBRUARY 27 FOR THREE- WEEK VISIT TO US. 

FIRST WEEK OF MARCH AND FEW DAYS AT END OF VISIT TO BE SPENT 
WITH THEIR DAUGHTER, PRINCESS ELISABETH, WHO HAS CLERICAL 
POSITION IN DANISH EMBASSY WASHINGTON. 

2. PRINCE KNUD, WHO IS NOW 73 YEARS OLD, IS QUEEN 
MARGRETHE'S UNCLE. AS BROTHER OF LATE KING FREDERIK, HE 
WAS HEIR APPARENT TO THRONE UNTIL PARLIAMENT, IN 1953, 

AMENDED ACT OF SUCCESSION, PERMITTING KING'S DAUGHTER TO 
SUCCEED HIM. PRINCE KNUD IS RETIRED ADMIRAL IN DANISH 

NAVY AND HAS LONG TAKEN KEEN PERSONAL INTEREST IN GREENLAND 
AND USAF ACTIVITIES THERE, MAINTAINING CLOSE PERSONAL TIES 
WITH EMBASSY AIR ATTACHE. 

3. BECAUSE OF PRINCE'S ADVANCED AGE AND PERSONAL NATURE 
OF HIS VISIT TO WASHINGTON. PROTOCOL REQUIREMENTS SHOULD 
BE MINIMAL. HOWEVER, DOD OR USAF MIGHT WISH TO INVITE 
PRINCE TO VISIT PENTAGON IN RECOGNITION OF HIS ROLE IN 
FACILITATING USAF OPERATIONS IN GREENLUND. 
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
